What took place in Hungary in

Jr., the six-year-old boy who was 
rescued from a well five weeks 
ago, professed themselves stun­ 
ned today after receiving a $1,500 
bill from the doctor who attended 
the boy at the well site and after­ 
ward. 
“We, are trying not to be upset, 
but we b rl rather shocked and 
don’t know how to lake it or un­ 
derstand it,” said the boy’s moth­ 
er. She added that she and her 
husband 
just 
don’t 
have 
the 
money to pay such a bill, in view 
of financial setback* occasioned 
by the rescue. 
Dr. Joseph K. Kris, the physi­ 
cian who submitted the bill, said 
he was willing to confer with the 
parents concerning it but could 


not say presently 
whether 
he 
would reduce it. 
H ex explained his position this 
way: “ I had taken it up with my 
colleagues and the medical soci­ 
ety, and they said I ’d be foolish 
not to send a bill. The time I put 
in was eight full days and close 
ta IOO hours. 
“ My time la worth 0 8 aa 
hour. I think the bill was rn 
fair amount ta charge.” 
The doctor continued: “ I sub­ 
mitted a bill I thought fair for the 
am ount of time and for the physi­ 
cal and m ental anguish I'd gone 
through. If they are not satisfiel 
with It they have recourse to the 
grievance com m ittee of the medi­ 
cal (©eiety, which was set up for 
that purpose. Certainly it was 
not necesjw .j to raise a hue and 
cry in the newspapers.” 


Dr. Kris did not indicate any 
personal anim osity in the m atter. 
However, the m an in charge of 
rescue operation* at the well, 
Mike Stiriz, did. 
He said there is bitterness over 
the hero role assigned to Sam 
Woodson, a Negro employe of his 
construction firm 
who 
brought 
the boy out of the well. 
Stiriz said Woodson arrived on 
the scene late in the rescue oper­ 
ations and disobeyed orders by 
entering the shaft to get the boy. 
Stiriz added that other volunteers 
who had been in the shaft and 
w ere more fam iliar with it had 
been selected to go in. He claim ­ 
ed that Woodson could have Im­ 
periled the whole operation and 
that he risked the boy’s life by 
disobeying: orders.

A Change In The Polio Picture 


W ill the introduction of the Salk vaccine 
the polio picture In thin country ha* un- 
cterfone a radical fhtnft. Since this 
chance ha* a liearinfr on the health of 
your entire family, you ©u*ht to know 
•limit it. 
Here'* what has happened in the past 
few years: 
Children from five to nine years old 
used to be one of the*Urges! group of vic­ 
tims. In 1952 they accounted for 24 lier 
cent of all paralytic case*. By now most 
of these school youngster# have lieen vac­ 
cinated and the proportion of cases among 
them 'n dei lining. In 1956 it dropped to 
16 per cent of all cases. That's the bright 
aide of the polio picture. 
Of course, with a decline in one age 
group, there has been a corresponding rise 
in percentages among other age group* 
not yet protected by Salk vaccine. 
Take pre-school youngsters under five 


years old, for instance In 1952 they com­ 
prised 29 per cent of paralytic case*. In 
1956 the proportion had climbed to 39 per 
cent. Infants one and two year* old had 
the highest percentage of all. That’* why 
polio authorities like the National Founda­ 
tion for Infantile Paralysis urge that they 
lie first on the vaccination list. 
The next moat vulnerable group in the 
new polio picture are teenagers and young 
adults from 15 to 40 years. In 1952 they 
comprised 33 per cent of paralytic eases. 
In 1956 the percentage was 34 per cent. 
Since polio paralysis is especially disas­ 
trous to wage earners in a family, they 
need protection urgently. 
Think these figures over. If your sehool- 
are children have been vaccinated, that s 
fine. But don't forget the other m em liers 
under 40 in your family, starting with the 
baby.

Forest and Waters is using a large part 
of these royalties to develop public parks 
and fishing places but it, too, needs more 
money for fire protection and many other 
things.
